SECRET  SERVICE  BUREAU 

The  Secret  Service  Bureau  occupies  the  second  floor  of  Police  Head- 
quarters Building.  There  were  also  six  detective  districts,  as  follow:  Dis- 
trict A  embraced  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Police  Districts;  District  B 
embraced  the  Fourth  Police  District;  District  C  embraced  the  Fifth  and 
Sixth  Police  Districts,  also  the  northern  half  of  the  Mounted  District; 
District  D  embraced  the  Seventh  Police  District  and  the  southern  half  of 
the  Mounted  Police  District:  District  E  embraced  the  Eighth  and  Ninth 
Police  Districts  ;  District  F  embraced  the  Tenth,  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Po- 
lice Districts  :  Headquarters  office  takes  care  of  detective  work  in  the  Cen- 
tral Police  District  and  necessary  details  of  a  special  character  throughout 
the  city. 

Detective  District  B  which  embraced  the  Fourth  Police  District  was 
abolished  January  1,  1921.  and  the  men  who  were  assigned  to  that  district 
worked  out  of  headquarters. 

Detective  Districts  A,  C  D,  E,  and  F,  were  temporarily  discontinued  on 
February  26,  1921,  and  the  patrolmen  assigned  to  these  districts  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  various  police  districts  for  duty  under  the  captains.

In  addition  to  the  above,  members  of  this  bureau  rendered  much  assist- 
ance to  local  and  out-of-town  officers  in  exhibiting  photos  of  criminals  to 
victims  of  robberies,  burglaries,  confidence  games,  pickpockets,  etc.,  for  the 
purpose  of  identification,  and  a  great  number  of  copies  of  photos  of  persons 
wanted  for  various  crimes  were  made,  and  also  a  number  of  photos  of  crim- 
inals previously  on  file  but  whose  appearance  was  changed  were  retaken. 
Photos  of  confidence  men,  pickpockets,  etc.,  were  furnished  officers  of  other 
cities  for  use  in  keeping  fairs,  carnivals  etc.,  clear  of  this  class  of  crooks. 
The  photographer  and  members  of  this  bureau  also  visited  scenes  of  burgla- 
ries, homicides,  robberies,  fires,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  making  photographs 
of  finger  prints  and  other  objects  that  might  be  used  as  evidence  before  the 
Coroner  and  in  the  courts.

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JUDGE  ADVOCATE  AND  INVESTIGATOR 

The  duty  of  the  Judge-Advocate  and  Investigator  is  to  maintain  and 
carry  out.  fairly  and  justly,  the  system  of  efficiency  records,  markings  and 
ratings  and  promotional  examinations,  of  Probationary  Patrolmen,  Patrolmen 
and  Sergeants  as  in  Section  No.  240.  of  the  Police  Manual,  and  as  the  same 
may  be  from  time  to  time  amended  or  altered  by  the  Hon.  Board.  Also  to 
investigate  any  complaint  made  by  any  citizen  against  an  officer  or  employee 
and  to  report  with  his  recommendation  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Board. 

The  number  of  applications  filed  for  civilian  positions,  and  the  appoint- 
ments made  during  year  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  were  as 
follows  :

Eleven  Mental  and  Physicial  examinations  were  held  of  applicants  for 
appointments  as  probationary  patrolmen  during  the  year;  358  applications 
having  been  filed  and  applicants  noticed  to  appear  for  physical  examination  ; 
186  successfully  passing;  120  rejected;  52  railed  to  appear;  the  186  who 
passed  the  physicial  examination  were  notified  to  appear  for  Mental  test;  149 
successfully  passed  by  making  the  required  80  per  cent;  31  failed;  6  failed  to 
show;  14  were  rejected  on  account  of  bad  character;  7  failed  in  the  blood 
test;  and  9  refused  to  accept;  21  names  remaining  on  the  eligible  list.  A 
total  of  104  probationary  patrolmen  were  appointed  during  the  year ;  6  of 
whom  were  on  the  eligible  list  accounted  for  in  the  last  annual  report. 

Seventy-two  applications  for  the  position  as  Telephone  Operator  were 
filed;  fifty-three  were  examined  and  accepted. 

Two  final  mental  examinations  of  probationary  patrolmen  for  promotion 
to  the  rank  of  patrolman  after  serving  6  months  were  held;  62  participating; 
all  of  whom  made  the  required  average  of  80  per  cent. 

Affidavits  and  complaints  to  the  number  of  117  against  officers  and  em- 
ployees were  investigated,  recommendations  being  made  in  2  cases  to  be 
cautioned:  2  to  be  reprimanded;  10  to  dropped  from  the  rolls,  and  that  103 
complaints  be  filed. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-two  applications  for  private  watchmen's  licenses 
were  investigated  and  recommendations  made  to  approve;  26  disapproved,  18 
revoked;  3  applications  for  extension  of  beat;  4  no  recommendations;  1  repri- 
manded for  conduct  unbecoming. 

Other  investigations  were;  9  applications  for  intelligence  office,  8  ap- 
proved and  1  disapproved;  9  applications  for  Junk  Shop  licenses;  8  approved 
and  1  disapproved;  6  applications  for  license  as  Pawn  Broker  were  approved;

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to  be  reimbursed  for  hospital  expenses,  8  approved  and  no  recom- 
mendations made  in  1  case;  16  applications  to  retain  compensation  for  injur- 
ies received  all  approved;  5  applications  to  be  allowed  to  retain  money  found 
were  approved;  3  applications  to  be  allowed  counsel  were  approved;  2  appli- 
cations to  be  reimbursed  to  cover  costs  of  dental  work;  1  approved  and  1 
disapproved;  4  applications  to  retain  money  to  cover  expenses  incurred  were 
approved;  2  applications  to  be  allowed  to  retain  property  found  were  ap- 
proved; Opinion  on  Common  Law  Bond;  escape  of  2  prisoners;  3  disputed  re- 
wards; 6  claims  to  be  reimbursed  for  damages  done  clothing  were  approved; 
the  resignation  of  4  officers  while  under  charges  was  accepted;  1  application 
to  retain  compensation  for  damages  done  auto,  approved;  6  claims  to  be 
reimbursed  for  property  destroyed  by  police,  2  approved  and  4  filed.

Under  the  direction  of  Drillmaster  T.  R.  Roemer  all  probationary  patrol- 
men during  their  30  days  at  the  School  of  Instruction,  were  drilled  in  army 
tactics  and  given  thorough  revolver  markmenship  practice,  after  which  they 
were  assigned  to  the  Department  Drill  Corps,  composed  oi  companies  A.  B. 
C.  D.  E.  F.  G.  H.  I.  Zouaves  and  Machine  Gun  and  Traffic  Squads. 

Co.  "I"  being  composed  of  ex-service  men  and  especially  drilled  in  the 
use  of  the  riot  gun. 

The  annual  marksmanship  practice  was  engaged  in  by  1410  officers,  each 
one  firing  30  shots  rapid  fire  at  a  moving  target  that  simulated  actual  emer- 
gency shooting. 

About  55.000  cartridges  were  used  in  revolver  practice  and  the  shells  have 
been  reloaded  for  future  use. 

The  general  efficiency  of  the  force  in  drill  and  marksmanship  being  fully 
attested  by  the  showing  in  the  annual  parade,  review  and  inspection  and  the 
target  scores.

Connected  with  Police  Headquarters  switchboard,  located  in  Police 
Headquarters  building,  are  trunk  lines  to  each  of  the  fourteen  district  sta- 
tion switchboards. 

Connected  with  each  district  station  are  trunk  lines  to  the  adjoining  dis- 
trict switchboards. 

Connected  with  the  department  district  switchboards  are  707  telephones, 
589  of  these  being  in  patrol  boxes  with  a  like  number  of  red  signal  flashlights. 

Three  (3)  additional  patrol  boxes  with  flashlight  equipment  have  been 
installed  during  the  past  year.    Sufficient  insulated  copper  line  wire  for 

necessary  extension  of  police  patrol  circuits  in  the  districts  has  been  recom- 
mended. 

Necessary  new  work,  repairs  and  general  maintenance  of  the  police  tele- 
phone, patrol  and  flashlight  service  has  been  given  prompt  and  courteous 
attention  by  the  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  Department. 

The  City  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Section  has  also  cheerfully  responded 
to  requests  for  new  work,  materials  and  repairs.
